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Some Doubts as to This Recommendation 
Laff-A-Day 
The Nation Today

Somewhat of a storm has arisen over 
recent 
recomm endations of t h e Ohio 
Committee on Delinquency and Crime of 
the National Probation and Parole Assn. 


The com m ittee, doubtless made of sin­ 
cere and well intentioned people, 
has 
aroused critical com m ent over its broad 
suggestions for greatly increasing the 
probation of offenders in various crim i­ 
nal cases instead pf sending so m any to 
prison who are convicted of crim e. 


One of the main reasons cited by the 
com m ittee is thai the rising costs of pris­ 
on expense and the increasing number of 
convicted criminals sent to prison create 
a gnawingly more difficult financial situ­ 


ation in the state. 


It is pointed out. tor exam ple, that Ohio 
could save probably m ore than $65 m il­ 
lion in the coming three years if 75 per 
cent cf all adult a n d juvenile offenders 
could rem ain out of prison on parole un­ 
der probation officers’ supervision, leav­ 
ing about 25 per cent to be actually im­ 


prisoned. 


Even if $60 million could be saved it ap­ 
pears rath er questionable how much gen­ 
uine rehabilitation am ong those paroled 
would be effective. Also would the best 
interests and protection of the general 
public be as well served by such a radi­ 
cal change in policy? 


If such a move m eans an increase 
in 
crim e, will the savings by such a policy 
be worth the decrease in public safety of 
life and property? This is the question 
m any people are asking. 


It is being pointed out 
from several 
sources that th o e\p< riences in liberaliz­ 


ing probation practices, where tried over 
the country as a whole, have not been of 
a nature to justify encouraging opening 
the parole gates wider or granting m ore 
probation to rebellious juvenile offenders 
who get the idea they “ have gotten aw ay 
with som ething.” This is the opinion e x­ 
pressed by numerous experienced ju \e - 
mle judges. 
The public as a whole doubtless is in 
favor of probation or parole where there 
is real indication that it would actually 
accomplish its purpose in making a law­ 
abiding citizen out of a juvenile “ g o n e 
w ron g;” also in the ca ses where prison 
inmates show actual response to rehabil­ 
itation efforts. These ca se s are few how­ 
ever. Some of the worst and most ruth­ 
less c r i m e s are by repeaters. Where 
there is a record of consistent defiance of 
law by an offender, it would seem that 
only very unusual circum stances would 
justify making his punishment easier. 
To c a rry out the com m ittee’s liberaliz­ 
ing views on custodial c a re , would m ean 
many m ore and higher paid probation of­ 
ficers and this increase would probably 
mean little sav I n g s in a big change 
toward 
greater 
probation policies and 
m ore paroles. 
The whole problem is a 
difficult 
one 
and there is much to be said from differ­ 
ent angles. People who are experienced 
in probation work and others in close 
touch with this phase of public policy, 
should express their candid opinions on 
this before our state or the nation swing 
into something that might sound like a 
good thing but proves visionary and does 
not stand up to expectations, when tested.

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Some Doubts as to This Recommendation

Somewhat of a stortn has arisen over 
recent recommendations of t h e Ohio 
Committee on Delinquency and Crime of 
the National Probation and Parole Assn. 
The committee, doubtless made of sin­ 
cere and well intent ion ed people, has 
aroused critical comment over its broad 
suggestions for greatly increasing the 
probation of offenders in various crimi­ 
nal cases instead gf sending so many to 
prison who are convicted of crime. 
One of the main reasons cited by the 
committee is th a t the rising costs of pris­ 
on expense and the increasing number of 
convicted criminals sent to prison create 
a growing ly more difficult financial situ­ 
ation in. the state. 
It is pointed out. for example, that Ohio 
could save probably more than $65 mil­ 
lion in the coming three years if 75 per 
cent of all adult and juvenile offenders 
could remain out of prison on parole un­ 
der probation officers’ supervision, leav­ 
ing about 25 per cent to be actually im­ 
prisoned. 
Even if $60 million could be saved it ap­ 
pears rather questionable how much gen­ 
uine rehabilitation among those paroled 
would be effective. Also would the best 
interests and protection of the general 
public be as well served by such a radi­ 
cal change in policy? 
If such a move means an increase in 
crime, will the savings by such a policy 
b e Worth the decrease in public safety of 
life and property? This is the question 
many people are asking. 
It is being pointed out from several 
sources that the experiences in liberaliz­ 


ing probation practices, where tried over 
the country as a whole, have not been of 
a nature to justify encouraging opening 
the parole gates wider or granting more 
probation to rebellious juvenile offenders 
who get the idea they “have gotten away 
with something.” This is the opinion ex­ 
pressed by numerous experienced juve­ 
nile judges. 
The public as a whole doubtless is in 
favor of probation or parole where there 
is real indication that it would actually 
accomplish its purpose in making a law- 
abiding citizen out of a juvenile “g o n e 
wrong; ” also in the cases where prison 
inmates show actual response to rehabil­ 
itation efforts. These cases are few how­ 
ever. Some of the worst and most ruth­ 
less c r i m e s are by repeaters. Where 
there is a record of consistent defiance of 
law by an offender, it would seem that 
only very unusual circumstances would 
justify making his punishment easier. 
To carry out the committee’s liberaliz­ 
ing views on custodial care, would mean 
many more and higher paid probation of­ 
ficers and this increase would probably 
mean little sav i n g s in a big change 
toward greater probation policies and 
more paroles. ' 
The whole problem is a difficult one 
and there is much to be said from differ­ 
ent angles. People who are experienced 
in probation work and others in close 
touch with this phase of public policy, 
should express their candid opinions on 
this before our state or the nation swing 
into something that might sound like a 
good thing but proves visionary and does 
not stand up to expectations, when tested.

Problems of Recognition 


The United States is now faced 
by two problems of 
recognition: 
The so-called Quemoy question a- 
rises out of the demand by Red 
China for recognition; the E a s t 
G e r m a n y situation is a demand for 
recognition. 
It is not necessary for one state 
to recognize another. It is not nec­ 
essary for one 
state 
to 
consult 
others concerning recognition of a 
new state or a new government. 
As Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hughes once said, “ ...The 
question of the recognition of a 
foreign 
government 
is purely a 
domestic one for 
the 
U n i t e d 
States..." 
The President of the U n i t e d 
States usually recognizes a new 
state or a belligerent state. How­ 
ever, a treaty between the United 
States and any other state, new or 
old, must be ratified by the United 
States Senate. 
The fact that the United States 
does not recognize a country does 
not mean that there is no inter­ 
course between the two countries. 
The relations may be of a limited 
nature. For instance, the United 
States did not recognize S o v iet 
Russia from 1917 to 1933, but they 
had comsnunications and t h e r e 
was commerce. 
The United States does not pres­ 
ently recognize Red China but has 
held long conferences with t h a t 
country, one series at Panmurn- 
jom; another at Geneva. 
On the other hand, the United 
States never recognized or h a d 
communication with Manchu k. u o 
when Japan held that country or 
w'ith East Germany 
which 
is a 
fief of Soviet Russia. 
Mere recognization is a political 
act and often serves no other pur­ 
pose than to strengthten the gov­ 
ernment in office It does not spell 
out the details of r e I a t ionships. 
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That is usually done by a treaty ¡ ally are meaningless because the

The general policy of the United 
States has been “ to defer recogni­ 
tion of another executive in its 
place ii. e. the displaced govern­ 
ment) until if shall appear that it 
is in possession of the machinery 
of the state, adm inistering the 
government with the assent of the 
people thereof and without substan 
tial resistance to its authority and 
that it is in a position to fulfill an 
the international obligations and 
responsibilities incumbent upon a 
sovereign state under treaties and 
international law.” 
For instance. Red China's con­ 
duct during Korean War would nor­ 
mally preclude recognition. Howev­ 
er, the existence of the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State, the ddubt as to the 
independence of Soviet

States, denies 
recognition under any circumstanc- j 
es. On the other hand, East Germa­ 
ny is regarded as a m ere zone of 
Germany controlled by S o v i e t 
Russia by overwhelming force.

Economic Tea Leaf 
Readers Optimistic 
About Days Ahead

NEW YORK (AP) - Just as 
June is the month of brides De­

And already the predictions are 
for better clays ahead — perhaps 
because the slays behind weren't 
notably too good. 
The Agriculture Department is 
out on the limb with a forecast 
that everything will Ire better in 
1959 except farm income. This 
limb is a bit shaky because farm 
Income depends on many things, 
but a major one is weather. And 
even Washington isn’t too confi­ 
dent when predicting weather. 
Most corporate executives now 
holding forth think business will 
be better—particularly for their 
own fi-ms. 
They're counting heavily on the 
consumers And the Prudential In­ 
surance Co. of America says that 
consumers will spend 16 billion 
dollars more next year for a rec­ 
ord 307 billion dollars. 
The share that will go for con- 
fum er durables—autos, household 
appliances and the like—will rise 
from this year's 36'a billion dol­ 
lars to <0 billion dollars next year 
and 46 billion in I960, according to 
the economists of McGraw-Hill, 
business publication firm. 
Dun & Bradstreet says all but 
a handful of 109 corporate execu­ 
tives it queried expect business to 
be better next year, although none 
predicts an out and out boom un- j 
til the 60s.

WASHINGTON ( AP) - Secre­ 
tary of Defense Mc Elroy said to­ 
day that he is highly skeptical of 
a report that the 
Russians are 
test-flying the world’s first nu­ 
clear powered aircraft.

The defense boss conceded in 
talking to reporters that the So­ 
viet Union might have a “ slight 
lead” over the United States in 
the ultimate development of a nu­ 
clear aircraft.
